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Elba teen dies from apparent gunshot 


Elba Police are investi- 
gating a Monday night, 
Sept. 26, shooting that led 
to the death of an 18-year- 
old teen, 

Elba Police Chief Troy 
Staley said his department 
received a call Monday 
night around 10:19 p.m. 
that a vehicle had run into a 
structure [garage of a home] 
on Sunset Boulevard in 
Elba. Upon arrival on scene, 
he said officers discovered 
the driver of the vehicle was 
suffering from an apparent 
gunshot wound. 

The driver was identified 
as Jordan Xavier Marek, 
age 18, of Elba. 

“Marek was rushed to 
Enterprise Medical Center 
where he succumbed to his

__ The City of Elba and the 


Carl-Folsom Airport Author- 
ity board are under contract 
with Wiregrass Construction 
Co. Inc, to begin making 
much-needed improvements 
to the taxi-lanes at the airport 
in Elba beginning Monday, 
Oct. 3rd. Work is sched- 
uled to take up to 110 days, 
weather permitting, putting 
the estimated project com- 
pletion date at Jan. 21, 2023.

After tabling the mat- 
ter during the Sept. 12th 
council meeting, the Elba 
City Council voted Monday 
night, Sept. 26, to award a 
construction bid for culvert 
repair projects on Putnam 
Street and Woodland Drive. 

The bid was awarded 
to S A Graham Company 
Inc. Total bid price was 
$424,615, and the resolu- 
tion to award the bid was 
passed with no opposition. 
ARPA [American Rescue 
Plan Act] funds will be des- 
ignated to cover the cost of 
these repairs. 

Putnam Street was a topic 
of concern for the coun- 
cil Monday night as they 
discussed “what to do” 
scenarios this week with 
Hurricane [an_potentiall

slated to bring rain to the 
area later in the week into 
the weekend. 

Project engineer DeAnn 
Grantham recommended the 
city have its street depart- 
ment employees try to get 
the currently damaged cul- 
vert cleaned out enough to 
allow for some water drain- 
age. She said any drainage 
that could be accomplished 
ahead of the storm would be 
beneficial. 

Also, during the meeting, 
the council addressed the 
issue of renovations for the 
proposed site for the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce 
office. The Chamber office 
has been at a temporary 


location for a little more 
than a year now following 
a fire that destroyed the for- 
mer location. 

The ‘old dime store’ 
building on the Davis Street 
side of the courthouse 
square is the proposed site 
for the new office, but that 
building needs renovating. 
City officials were told if 
they chose to renovate the 
entire building at once, an 
architect would have to 
be hired to sign off on the 
building design due to the 
square footage being more 
than 2,500 sq. ft.; however,

There is an organized group in Alabama, ‘Alabama 
Campaign for Adolescent Sexual Health’, that is pro- 
posing vastly expanded statewide sex education in 
both public and private schools. Their talking points 
program call for “age-appropriate” sexual education for 
Alabama students.

FLOOD WARNING SYSTEM NEW RAINFALL 
GAUGE...The Choctawhatchee, Pea and Yellow Rivers 
Watershed Management Authority (CPYRWMA) recently 
installed a new rainfall gauge in Coffee County on County 
Road 305. The new gauge is equipped with state-of-the-art 
radar technology and is critical as it monitors rainfall lev- 
els on Big Creek that flows into the Pea River. The gauges 
are a part of the CPYRWM4A’s basin-wide Flood Warning 
System (FWS). The gauge was funded by the Wiregrass 
RC&D. The purpose of the FWS is to provide timely, reli- 
able, and accurate warnings of potential flooding in areas 
experiencing threatening weather conditions. Information 
from the FWS is disseminated real time to Emergency 
Management Agencies, state and local officials, and the 
National Weather Service for use in preparing forecasts. 


The CPYRWMA manages watersheds in the ten south- 


eastern counties of Alabama focusing on water quality, 
water quantity, flood control and prevention, and water 


conservation education.

Develop a resource list of people to call when times get tough. 
Know you may have suicidal thoughts yourself and that this is very 


common. Have a list of trusted people to call when you need help. 

Be kind to yourself, Eat healthy food, exercise, allow yourself time 
to do only what is essential, or spend time in nature. 

Educate yourself. When you are ready, collect information about 
suicide. Read books about surviving suicide. : 


Don’t be afraid to ask for help.

For my Pastor’ 8 Comer articles this month, I've 2 written 
about some of the adventures that Wanda and I had on our 
last trip to Africa.

In the final chapter, the writer is wrapping up his 
thoughts. He is emphasizing the most important aspects 
of his encouraging words. He states what these imbattled 
Christians need to hear most. In 13:14 he reminds them 
that “This world is not our permanent home; we are look- 
ing forward to a home yet to come.” 

So, be encouraged! If life isn’t going as planned, if there 
are setbacks, illnesses, whatever...it will be okay. You’re 
not home yet! Home is waiting. Home is safe and secure. 
Home is our final destination!

These Career and 
Technical Education pro- 
grams allow students to gain 
skills that will make them 
workforce ready after high 
school. Students in these 
programs also gain leader- 
‘ship skills through participa- 
tion in student organizations. 
These organizations include 
HOSA, FCCLA, FBLA, 
FFA, and SkillsUSA. 

Each .of the programs 
offered at Elba Career 
Academy focus on different 
skill sets. For example, stu- 
dents in the diesel mechan- 
ics program learn how die- 
sel and gasoline engines 
work and the main differ- 
ence between the two. This 
program allows students to 
earn college credit towards 
a two-year degree in diesel 
mechanics. 

Instructor Zach Spann 
hopes students gain skills 
that will help them in the 
future. He said basic skills 
like knowing how to change 
tires, and doing brake jobs, 
can save a lot of money and 
help in the future. 

In the business manage- 
ment and administration 
program students learn skills 
that will help them be suc- 
cessful in a business setting. 
Students in this program 
are given the opportunity to 
earn credentials in Microsoft 
Office. 

“Students learn a variety 
of skills that will help them 
in the real world,” instruc- 
tor Stephanie Wright said. 
“These skills will make

the students more employ- 
able. Students will leave 
high school prepared for the 
workforce if that’s what they 
choose.” 

Instructor Shelia Johnson 
says in the human services 
program students establish 
a plan for possible careers, 
develop skills for future 
employment, establish an 
understanding of nutrition, 
and even learn about appro- 
priate childcare practices, 
financial literacy, parenting, 
and the art of positive com- 
munication. 

In the FACS program, stu- 
dents will have the oppor- 
tunity to obtain a ServSafe 
credential. ServSafe is 
designed to provide the most 
up-to-date and effective food 
safety practices. 

“T hope that my students 
will become responsible 
citizens in the community, 
that they begin to appreci- 
ate human worth and accept 
responsibility for one’s 
actions, and that they become 
successful in both family and 
work life,” Johnson said. 

The health science pro- 
gram is offered to high 
school juniors and seniors. 
These students gain the 
knowledge and skills they 
need to be successful in 
careers in healthcare. 

Students are given the 
opportunity to become certi- 
fied in CPR, First Aid, and 
Stop the Bleed. During their 
final semester as a Senior 
Intern, students will test for

their CNA Certification, offi- 
cially becoming a Certified 
Nurse Aide. 

“Students who participate 
in the health program pro- 
vided by Elba City Schools 
will gain communication 
skills within the clinical 
settings and successfully 
treat patients with respect 
and dignity,” said instructor 
Starla Amison. 

Students in the welding 
program have the opportu- 
nity to complete dual-enroll- 
ment though LBW at Elba 
High School. Students who 
successfully complete the 
program will receive their 
NCCER core certification 
and can take advantage of 
going straight into the work- 
force or go right to a college 
for welding and continue 
their education. 

Instructor Seth Wilcox 
hopes his students learn a 
good work ethic and learn 
how to work safely on what- 
ever job they decide to do. 

The aviation mainte- 
nance technology program 
is a 2-year dual enrollment 
program through ESCC 
that allows students to earn 
their FAA Airframe and 
Powerplant License. This 
program will give students 
the skills and training needed 
to become successful aircraft 
mechanics, Instructor Ronnie 
Gibes teaches the program at 
Elba High School. 

In the agriculture, food and 
natural resources program 
students experience hands- 
on activities, projects, and 
problems. Instructor Jamie 
Hudson says students in his 
program study a variety of 
topics including the science 
of agriculture, plants, ani- 
mals, natural resources, and 
agricultural mechanics. 

While surveying the 
opportunities available 
in agriculture and natural 
resources, students learn 
to solve problems, conduct 
research, analyze data, work 
in teams, and take responsi- 
bility for their work, actions, 
and learning. 

Not only does ECA offer 
these programs to students 
at Elba High School, some 
of the programs are also 
offered to students enrolled 
in Coffee County Schools.
